Washington, September 13.—Gen- 
eral Pershing passed to the retired 
list of the army today, satisfied that 
the mission he set for himself when 
he turned his face homeward from 
Trance—establishment of a national 
defense system to safeguard the na- 
tion in future against any such con- 
fusion and turmoil of improvised 
Lreparation as it knew in 1917-18— 
was well on the road to accomplish- 
ment, 

The former commander of the 
American army in France was at his 
desk as usual this morning, although 
he had only a half day longer of 
active service to give. He found the 
cfficers of the war department await- 
ing him to pay their respects, and 
upon his desk a mass of messages and 
letters of greeting that gave witness 
to his high place in world esteem and 
in the admiration of his countrymen.

PLACES COOLIDGE 
AS PARTY SHIELD 


Republicans Believe Pres-| 


ident Now Sits Securely 


and Await Show of Davis 
Power.

New York, September 13.—The re- 
publican strategy in this campaign is 
based largely on the fact that their 
candidate for president is in office 
and has been io for a year, and on

It is funda- 
mental i» the republican’. strategy 
that the democrats, in order to beat 
them, must, to use a legal term, 
“show cause” why the incumbent re- 
publican president should be ousted, 
and his democratic opponent seated. 

On this aspect of its strategy the 
republican attituce is one of waiting 
ing themselves in readiness to meer 
that attack. They feel that the mere 
fact of the country’s year and two 
months of acquaintance with Coolidgs 
is an esset. The country is familiar 
with Coolidge; it has not yet had a 
chance to become acquainted with 
Davis. Davis himself realizes this. 
In Chicago the other day, in an infor- 
mal conference with some leaders, he 
Said that one of the chief purposes of 
his present western trip is to show 
the people of the country he is not a 
“mere abstraction.” 

Would Compare Personalities. 

The democrats have great faith thar 
if their candidate were as well known 
to the people as Coolidge is, the re- 
publicans would no longer have the 
immense advantage that accrues to 
Coolidge merely because of his incum 
bency, because the people know him. 
There ig no remark one hears more 
frequently in informal talks among 
demu«tatic leaders than the aseer- 
tion that Davia bas a more “taking” 
personality than Ccolidge. From thie 
they sometimes go on to discussion 
of projects for getting Coolidge out 
of the white house. out into the west 
where the farmers can, as they ex- 
press it, “look at his teeth and feel 
his hocks.”

Pershing’s future is something 
which even the general bimself can: 
not discuss definitely. He has made 
few plans, but it is understood that 
he will visit Europe in the near fu- 
ture. Within a few months he also 
expects to finish his memoirs, which 
are being prepared in such form as 
to make an important history of 
America’s part in the war. 


It is likely that he will eventually 
accept one of the many big positions 
being offered him by the biggest com- 
mercial houses the United States.

Starting point. It begins with the 
fact that in the solid south the dem- 
vcrats have at least 114, znd possibly 
165, out of the needed 266 electoral 
votes, to start with, and that for the 
rest they should, as a rule, concen- 
trate either on the west or on the 
east. 
on the theory tbat they have two 
chances to win: one with the south 
plus the west, the other with the 
south plus the east. It is a matter 
of chousing which to make their 
“drive” in. 

In making this decision this year 
whether to try for the west or the 
east, the democrats seem to have 
hesitated some in the beginning; but, 
it now seems probable, will finally 
determine to make their effort in the 
east. To have chosen Bryan as their 
candidate for vice president would 
seem superficially to have reflected 
an intention to make their drive 
in tne west. Unless the dem- 
ocrats intended to try kard for the 
west, Bryan could be no asset to them. 
Qn the contrary. he would be a detri- 
ment if the main democratic drive 
was to be made in the eastern states. 
The fact about this, however, is that 
the choice of Bryan as the vice-presi- 
dential candidate was net a deliberate 
stroke of policy. lt was done with as 
little deliberation as viee presiaential 
nominations are usually made—with 
ius little as the nomination of Dawes 
u8 the vice presidential candidate by 
the republicans. The choice of Bryan 
was made in a brief space of three 
hours, when the convention and the 
leaders were in a spirit of tired ‘et- 
down after the prolonged deadlock 
over the presidential nomination. 

Late in Choosing Battlecround. 

Even as late as the Ist of Septer- 
ber the democrats seemed undeter- 
mined whether to make their chief 
campaign in the west or ic the east. 
Davis’ present trip through the west 
would seem to suggest an intention 
of making the main drive in that ter- 
ritory. But this again is superficia! 
Davis’ presence in Chicaguv, with his 
occasional excursions farther west, 
will show its benefits not so much iu 
the territory west of the Mississippi 
as in the farther east states of IIJli- 
nois, Indiana and Ohio. Moreover. 
this trip of Davis to the west is short 
compared to the time he will spend 
later on in the east. It is short, also, 
com pared to the time that other demo 
cratic candidates for the presidency in 
previous years have spent in the west. 
in 1920 Cox svent more than one full 
month west of the Mississ:ppi river, 
making a complete tour from the Mis- 
Sissippi to the Pacific coast and back. 
That tour was recognized at the time 
by those of us who thought we under-. 
stood political strategy as a mistake: 
and it was so recognized later by Cox 
himself, when, out of the efifire ter- 
ritory west of the Mississippi among 
all the 17 states througa which he 
traveled, Cox carried not one state. 

This year, however, the democrats 
may have hesitated at the beginning 
of the campaign, it is probable now 
they are not going to try greatly for 
the west. If anybody is to make 
headway against Coolidge 'n the west 
it will be La Follette, and the demo 
crats will leave it to him. From now 
on the democratic drive wi!) be in the 
east, and the theory of Gemocratic 
success will rest on the hope of adding 
to the southern states enovgh of the 
northern and eastern states to make 
up the necessary 266 electoral votes. 

This is as much as saying that the 
democratic strategy looks te carrying 
New York state. For without ‘New 
York, with its 45 electoral votes, the 
democrats can hardly win enoug! 
other northern and eastern states to 
win the election. 

The eastern states, meaning by that 
New York, New Jersey, Delawar, 
Maryland and New England, compose 
what the democratic strategists call, 
after a term used in the war, “the 
eastern salient.” It is this that 
likely to be their objective curing the 
remainder of the fighting.

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UN DRAFT PREVAIL 


Geneva, September 13—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Differences of 
opinion characterized the meeting to- 
ady of the subcommittee of the Leagu» 
of Nations assembly designated to 
draft a project of security and dis- 
armament, either in subst:tution for 
or amendment of the famous pact of 
mutual assistance, which now has 
been before the League of Nations for 
three years. 

The question of security is definite- 


ly linked in ell minds witb that of 
arbitration, and the delegates are ex- 
periencing considerable difficulty in 
drawing up any plan of security witl- 
out taking into account the assem- 
bly’s view. on arbitration.

Holy of Holies 
OtMohammedans 
In Grave Peril 


BY CHARLES M. McCANN. 
London, September 13.—The Mo- 
tammedan world is reverberating with 


the news that Mecca is in peril. 

With the fall of Taifa into the 
hands of King Hussein's rival, the 
Sultan of Nejo, there is apparently 
nothing to prevent this Wahibi leader 
from capturing the Holy of Holies of 
the ‘Is!amic world. 

In such an event, it is expected 
that Hussein probably would try to 
take refuge at Jeddah, seeking se- 
eurity under ‘shelter of the guns of 
the British navy. 

Reports indicate that the king has 
ulready withdrawn his cutposts 60 
miles out of Mecca, which have sepa- 
rated Me¢ca and Taifa, and that he 
is unable to raise a sufficient force 
to withstand further onslaughts by 
the invading sultan, Ibn Saud. 

British observers believe that Hus- 
sen will refrain from seeking armed 
intervention by Britain, because he 
declined to cooperate with her at- 
temps to conclude a treaty of peace 
between Ibn Saud and Irao. 

It is pointed out that any inter- 
vention would lav the empire open 
to the gravest misrepresentation be- 


tore Mohammedans throughout the 
world and she is consequently not 
likely to undertake anything of the 
kind. 

Hussein's assumption of the title 
of Caliph has never been accepted, 
either in India, Egypt, Turkey or 


even Arabia or anywhere else. In 
fact, it is bitterly resented in India 
and as a result Britain must walk 
expecially warily now in view of the 
present acute differences between 
Mohamniedans and Hindus in Benga! 
oud the Indian provinces. 

Moreover, Hussein is himself un- 
ropular among Mohammedans, as it is 
“understood his treatment of pilgrims 
to Mecca during recent years has 
left much to be desired. 

The pilgrim season has just closed 
with further mutterings and it is 
vbvious that few would object to Hus- 
sein’s expulsion. But Mohammedans 
are everywhere reported to be ap- 
prehensive, following the recent ac- 
tivities of the Wahibis, lest eventually 
ar attack on Mecea should inflict ma- 
terial damage to the sacred proper- 
ties of their Holy of Holies. 


DUBLIN LAYS PLANS 


FOR HUGE PULP MI 


Dublin, Ga., September 13.—(Spe- 
cial,)——Laurens county just now 
engaged in a campaign to secure sev- 
eral million stumps in crder to insure 
the location here of a pulp mill and 
naval stores plant. Prominent eciti- 
zens are heading teams sent to rural 
sections to secure signatures of farm. 
ers who are willing to permit removal 
of stumps from their property and in- 
dications are that a suificient num- 
ber will be secured at an early date 
and actual construction probably wiil 
begin on the mill and plant early in 
the fall. 

Wealthy New York business men 
are behind the proposal to locate the 
plant here and have agreed on Dublin 
as the logical center. Such a plant 
will cost more than $2,000,000 and 
will be located here for a period of 
not less than 20 years. It is estimat- 
ed that 150,000 acres of stump lands 
will be needed. 
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There are 480,000 acres of stump 


lands in Laurens county slone, while | 


Wheeler and Dodge coun‘ies are clam- 
oring for a chance to add thousands 
of acres to the plan meaning that the 
pulp mill would in all yrobability re- 
inain in Dublin for two-seore vears, 
A site for the mill has been selected 
on the east side of Oconee river and 
certain inducements in lower taxes, 
efec., it is understood, have been made 
to secure location of the plant here. 
Officials of the mill are already in 
Dublin and are enthusiastie over pros- 
pects for big business here. A force 
of several hundred men would be re- 
quired and a weekly payroll of many 
thousands of dollars would be poured 
into business channels of this city,

Therefore, the framers proposed a 
strong central government, 

Thomas Jefferson. was in Paris, 
where he had succeeded Mr. Franklin. 
As soon as he learned the terms of 
the constitution he wrote urging the 
Virginia legislature not to ratify un- 
til “a declaration of rights could be 
|annexed, stimpulating freedom of re- 
ligion, freedom of the press, trial by 
jury in all cases, no suspension of 
habeas corpus and no standing army.” 
| The completed draft of the consti- 
| tution was sent to congress with the 
request that no change should be 
made until it was submitted to the 
legislatures of the several] states. It 
was published and laid before the peo- 
ple. A storm of opposition arose. 
Congress had made provision for ad- 
ditions in the form of amendments. 
More than 100 were immediately de- 
manded. A compromise reduced the 
number to 10, which were added at 
once. So closely are these related 
to the constitution that practically 
they form a part of it.

On one side we have 
heard about the amazing 
passion of these picturesque people 
for their freedom. We have read 
about the fine and highly civilized 
Filipino arts and crafts. It has been 
shown by statistics how many Fili- 
pino students travel to distant coun- 
tries to be educated. The traveler in 
the Philippines sees their banks, their 
business houses, their earnest native 
teachers, their embroideries, their 
works of art and is impressed with 

what he sees. 

But alongside the highest in culti- 
vation he sees much that is most 
primitive. In the country markets of 
the Igorots most any 
day he sees the rural 
Filipino bargaining 
for a dinner of dog 
meat.

The plan:s are widely Jisiributed 
in European countries, ard with the 
exception of a single species, all are 
natives of America. Hé-re they grow 
in the hot, dry sections of the 
couniry, particularly in southwest- 
ern United Siates and northern 
Mexico. 

Use Cactus As Medicine. 


The ‘‘mescal button,” or “ray- 
ote” cactus, is a strong stimulam. 
and can temporarily quiet al] hun- 
ger thirst, or fatigue pangs. The 
Mexican Indians use this cactus for 
medicinal and religious- purposes. 

The Indians use the juice of a 
certain species,for healing cracks 
in their feet and for other medicinal 
purposes when on long journeys. 

The cactus flowers are usually 
larce and vary in color from white, 
yellow or orange to rose red, deep 
red or purple. The fruit is lasting, 
and in many cases, is charmingly 
colored.

Just What Is the Use of the Stiff Arm and How Is It Worked? 


The stiff arm has a three-fold purpose. It is used mainly to’ ward off 
tacklers by keeping them away from the runner’s legs, but may also be 
used to help the runner start (by shoving off from a tackler), and a 
shock absorber to break the force of an unavoidable tackle. 


In warding off tacklers who are running low, the hand may be placed 
upon the shoulder or back of the tackler and the resulting pressure causes 
him to become overbalanced. Thus the force of the charge is wasted 
on the ground. The tackler who is standing upright may be overbalanced 
backwards by the stiff arm in the face. 

In using the tackler as an aid to running, the force of his charge is 
absorbed by the stiff arm and a brace is offered in which the hand as 
well as the legs is used to aid the runner. 


When it is impossible to avoid a tackle, either because the other man 
is too fast-or because of the position in the field of play, the stiff arm 
which yields gradually with the charge breaks the tackle and saves the 
runner a possible injury. 

The stiff arm should be used only in a broken or semi-broken field, 
and then only after the ball is securely held. The arm is held stiff like 
a lance except that it is in a rotating socket and the business end is the 
heel or palm of the hand.

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During the summer there is noth- 
ing more useful for the baby than 
the porch or lawn chair shown in 
the drawing, which is easy to make, 
is strong and comfortable, and will 
not tip over. 

Start by making the tray of the 
chair. The two side pieces are 3% 
by 11% inches. In bone of these 
is a piece 8% by 20 inches, corners 
removed as shown. At the back, 
is a thinner piece, %4 inch by 2% 
inches by 20 inches, which serves 
to hold the two side pieces together. 
On the inside and outside edges of 
the two side pieces and the front

piece are thin strips of the same 
thickness and width as the one at 
the back. 

The frame which supports the 
tray has two side rails, made flush 
with the edges of the legs, front 
and back rails being made long 
enough to cover the ends of these 
side pieces.

Screws or 
nails may be used for fastening. 

The four rods, shown in the lower 
left corner of the drawing, are used 
to support the seat.
